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Burning  car  damages  other  vehicles

A  university  police  report  indicates  a  car 
fire  in  the  SFLC  parking  lot  damaged  three 
vehicles  May  7. 

The  report  said  the  owner  of  the  vehicle, 
PUC  student  Pete  Fotinos,  stated  he  drove 
to  PUC  and  parked  his  blue  Pontiac  Sun- 
bird  in  the  SFLC  parking  lot  at  approxi¬ 
mately  10  a.m.  He  said  that  as  he  exited 
the  car  he  saw  smoke  coming  from  under 


the  hood  and  thought  it  was  steam  from  the 
radiator.  He  opened  the  hood,  saw  a  small 
fire,  closed  the  hood,  then  went  to  the 
SFLC  building,  walked  to  the  information 
desk  and  finally  called  Purdue  police. 

Arriving  on  the  scene  at  approximately 
10:10  a.m.  Officer  Scott  saw  the  smoke 
and  called  for  fire  units  to  respond.  At  the 
time,  the  fire  was  small  and  limited  to  the 
car’s  fuel  system.  Arriving  at  approxi¬ 


mately  10:25  a.m.,  The  Hammond  Fire 
Department  put  the  fire  out 
The  report  also  indicates  the  owner  of 
the  vehicle  decided  not  to  bring  a  fire 
extinguisher  back  to  the  car  with  him  from 
the  SFLC  building  as  it  would  require  him 
having  to  break  the  glass  in  the  fire  extin¬ 
guisher  cabinet  which  he  did  not  want  to 
do.  Additionally,  according  to  Purdue 
police  Chief  Glenn  Conor,  “There  is  an 


emergency  phone  located  about  seventy- 
five  feet  from  where  the  car  was  parked, 
and  it  is  questionable  why  Fotinos  did  not 
call  police  from  there.” 

Damage  to  Fotinos’  car  was  extensive. 
A  Ford  Escort  Station  Wagon  owned  by 
Stephen  Saule  and  a  two-door  Oldsmobile 
owned  by  Kenneth  Herrmann  were  also 
damaged.  Cost  of  damage  to  the  vehicles 
has  not  yet  been  determined.

Psychology 
students 
present  papers

Four  psychology  students  presented 
papers  in  the  11th  annual  Mid- America 
Undergraduate  Psychology  Research 
Conference  (UPRC)  in  Franklin  Indiana 
on  April  11.  Although  the  conference  is 
held  on  a  yearly  basis,  this  was  the  first 
time  PUC  students  and  faculty  have  par¬ 
ticipated. 

’  ‘What  sets  this  type  of  conference  apart 
from  the  many  others  we  have  attended, 
only  students  presented  papers.  Usually, 
papers  are  presented  by  faculty,”  said 
Dawn  Niedner,  professor  of  psychology 
and  faculty  sponsor  for  the  conference. 

The  conference  consisted  of  138  pre¬ 
senters  in  all.  Student  presenters  from 
PUC  were:  Catherine  Sori,  Shirley  Keim, 
Marilyn  Steinberg  and  Crystal  Hall.  Each 
are  members  of  a  specific  group  of  stu¬ 
dents  who  conducted  experiments  ranging 
from  topics  such  as  self-appraised  body 
image  in  women,  to  friendship  patterns  in 
high  school  students.  Rob  Peterson,  Donna 
Southard,  Patrick  Jeneske,  Tammy  Firan- 
tello,  Elena  Roig,  and  Debra  Kingdollar 
are  the  other  students  who  were  involved 
with  the  experimentation  and  research  for 
the  presentation,  but  were  unable  to  attend 
the  conference. 

Vyto  Damusis,  Ph.D.,  professor  of  psy¬ 
chology  and  co-sponsor  Niedner,  incor¬ 
porated  a  class  Damusis  taught  this  semes¬ 
ter,  Personality  Testing  and  Research  (PS  Y 
590)  into  the  curriculum  of  the  confer¬ 
ence. 

His  students  did  the  research  for  the 
class,  formed  abstracts  based  on  the  re¬ 
search,  and  through  Damusis’s  sponsor¬ 
ship  entered  the  papers  for  qualification. 

“This  type  of  conference  cultivates  a 
professional  self-image,  gives  insight  as  to 
what  psychology  is  all  about,  and  gives  the 
student  a  broader  grasp  of  the  curriculum 
they  are  in,”  said  Damusis.  ‘  ‘Preparation 
for  and  involvement  in  this  conference 
also  makes  far  an  exceptional  resume  item." 

Originated  at  the  University  of  Southern 
Indiana  in  1981,  the  purpose  of  the  Mid- 
America  UPRC  is  to  recognize  and  en¬ 
courage  research  by  undergraduate  psy¬ 
chology  students.

‘  ‘Every  part  of  the  university  was  repre¬ 
sented  in  the  process,”  said  Carole  Fozkos, 
secretary  for  the  Vice  Chancellor  of  Aca¬ 
demic  Affairs  Selection  Advisory  Com¬ 
mittee.  The  search  for  a  new  vice  chancel¬ 
lor  was  headed  by  Professor  Dean  Nold, 
committee  chairman,  with  help  from  Stu¬ 
dent  Government  President  Michael  Conn 
and  others  who  represented  students,  fac¬ 
ulty,  staff,  and  administration. 

The  selection  process  began  after  a  na¬ 
tional  advertisement  was  placed  and  six 
candidates  were  chosen  from  the  list  of 
respondents.  The  Advisory  Committee 
then  invited  each  oTthe  “top  six”  to  visit 
PUC  for  two  days. 

Each  candidate  met  with  students  in  an 
open  forum,  as  well  as  with  Chancellor 
James  Yackel,  the  Advisory  Committee, 
faculty,  staff,  and  other  university  offi¬ 


cials.  The  Advisory  Committee  made 
note  of  comments  regarding  the  candi¬ 
dates  from  all  participants. 

On  April  30,  the  Advisory  Committee 
announced  that  it  had  narrowed  the  list 
down  to  two  finalists.  Now,  Chancellor 
Yackel  must  choose  between  Dr.  Sajjad  A. 
Hashmi  of  Emporia  State  University  and 
Dr.  Sandra  M.  Singer  of  the  University  of 
Southern  Indiana. 

After  Chancellor  Yackel  makes  his 
decision,  he  must  submit  a  recommenda¬ 
tion  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Purdue 
University  in  West  Lafayette  for  final 
approval.  A  formal  announcement  of  the 
PUC  community  will  follow  the  Board’s 
decision. 

Fozkos  believes  a  decision  will  be  made 
by  the  end  of  this  month.  “It’s  actively 
being  pursued,  and  we  should  have  a  new 
Vice  Chancellor  of  Academic  Affairs  on 
campus  by  July  1,”  she  said. 


One  professional's  perspective: 

Life  after 
graduation

“If  you  can’t  get  a  job  right  now.donot 
take  it  personally,”  said  John  Dimos,  real 
estate  broker  of  Allied  Realty  and  owner 
of  three  small  businesses.  “The  positions 
targeted  for  four  or  more  years  education 
just  are  not  available  today.” 

Dimos  worked  part-time  as  a  faculty 
member  at  Indiana  University  Northwest 
teaching  marketing,  management,  and 
business  strategies.  He  said,  “You  need  to 
look  at  existing  alternatives.  If  you  think 
the  corporate  scene  is  your  style,  be  sure  to 
research  the  environment  and  know  what 
the  corporate  culture  is  beyond  the  as¬ 
signed  parking  spaces.” 

Starting  a  business  or  buying  an  existing 
one  are  also  alternatives  to  consider,  he 
added. 

“Regardless  of  training  programs,  people 
who  are  creative,  hardworking,  have  some 
degree  of  free  spirit,  tend  to  be  uncomfort¬ 
able  with  the  rigors  of  large  organizations. 
Y our  own  business  can  become  your  arena 
for  freedom  of  expression,”  Dimos  said. 
“With  freedom  of  expression,  you  get 
personal  recognition  and  immediately 
receive  rewards.” 

He  further  explained  the  idea  of  starting 
a  small  business  is  not  new.  Ross  Perot, 
president  of  EDS;  Tom  Watson,  IBM; 
Steven  Wosniak  and  Steve  Jobs,  Apple 
Computer  all  started  their  own  businesses. 

“People  with  ideas,  talent,  and  skills 
have  started  their  own  business,”  Dimos 
said.  “Businesses  are  waiting  to  happen. 
Any  current  product  or  service  that  can  be 
offered  at  a  lower  price  to  the  consumer  is 
potential  for  a  small  business.  Everybody 
is  looking  for  a  deal.” 

He  added  that  in  a  small  business  you 
rely  on  other  people  for  support.  ‘  ‘This  is 
not  something  you  do  yourself.  You  need 
family  and  friends  for  funding,  manage¬ 
ment,  outside  perspectives  and  support 
through  networking.  The  more  people 
involved,  the  greater  the  success  for  you 
and  the  people  who  helped  you  obtain  the 
success.” 

Dimos  concluded,  "A  thought  that  col¬ 
lege  graduates  should  consider  is,  people 
anticipate  hurdles  that  are  not  really  there. 
You  have  to  deliver  your  own  resume,  and 
reach  out  and  grasp  what  it  takes  to  func¬ 
tion  as  a  business  person.  Don’t  be  afraid 
to  start  now.  Take  the  risk.”

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Hired  killers  will  liven  up  any  party

Bloody  corpses  seem  to  follow  Angie 
Dollins  to  every  party  she  attends.  But 
she’s  never  served  a  day  in  jail.  Why? 
Because  Dollins,  a  psychology  undergradu¬ 
ate,  and  her  husband  Mark,  a  graduate 
student  and  Chronicle  advisor,  created 
and  now  own  a  unique  and  creative  busi¬ 
ness:  Murder-to-Go,  Inc.  It  is  a  live, 
audience-participation  murder  mystery 
business. 

Murder-to-Go,  Inc.  is  like  a  live  version 
of  the  game  “Clue.”  The  Dollinses’  en¬ 
tertainment  group  performs  for  individu¬ 
als  and  companies  for  parties  or  conven¬ 
tions  throughout  the  Midwest. 

Murder-to-Go,  Inc.  originated  three  years 


ago,  when  a  friend  of  the  Dollinses  at¬ 
tended  a  party  and  played  a  store-bought 
mystery  game  sold  in  a  box.  It  took  more 
than  five  hours  for  their  friends  to  figure 
the  game  out.  The  group  then  discovered 
a  page  was  missing  from  the  original  game 
script;  the  event  quite  literally  died. 

That’s  when  Angie  and  Mark  developed 
the  idea  of  creating  an  acting  ensemble  to 
stage  a  “murder.”  “It’s  a  great  ice¬ 
breaker  for  people  who  hardly  know  each 
other,  said  Angie  Dollins.  “And  it's  a 
guaranteed  success.  The  host  doesn’t  have 
to  worry  because  we  bring  and  do  every¬ 
thing.” 

Each  of  the  six  actors  in  the  group  as¬ 
sumes  roles  of  different  characters.  Party

hosts  can  choose  from  four  different  shows, 
all  of  which  Mark  Dollins  penned  himself. 
Victims  can  be  stabbed,  shot  or  poisoned. 
The  fourth  show  is  a  special  seasonal  pres¬ 
entation  for  a  Christmas  murder.  One  of 
the  characters  is  a  detective  and,  along 
with  the  guest’s  help,  solves  the  murder. 

The  shows  usually  last  an  hour  and  a 
half.  During  the  first  45  minutes,  the 
actors,  in  full  character,  drop  clues  to  the 
guests.  The  murder  then  takes  place.  The 
detective  then  identifies  himself  and  be¬ 
gins  to  interrogate  the  suspects.  The  last 
half  hour  is  audience  participation,  where 
guests  can  verify  or  deny  suspects  claims. 

Murder-to-Go,  Inc.  has  done  over  110 
shows  in  the  three  years  they’ve  been 
together.  Parties  are  usually  held  on  week¬ 
end  nights  because  all  the  actors  have  full¬ 
time  jobs. 

Parties  range  from  40  to  100  people,  so 
the  actors  can  spend  quality  time  with 
guests  before  the  murder,  dropping  clues 
while  talking  to  them. 

They’ve  staged  ‘  ‘murders’  ’  on  a  moving 
bus,  a  bed  and  breakfast,  and  have  a  June

Murder-to-Go,  Inc.  is  more  of  an  avoca- 
tion  for  the  Dollinses.  The  six  members  in 
the  group  have  all  done  community  acting. 
“This  is  our  way  to  keep  the  special  hobby 
of  acting  in  our  lives,  ’  ’  said  Angie  Dollins. 

They  have  had  many  fun  experiences  in 
the  past  years.  Angie  remembers  when  a 
doctor  and  his  wife  were  throwing  a  party 
for  70  physicians.  The  hosts  did  not  tell 
their  guests  of  the  staged  murder.  When 
the  “victim”  was  killed,  two  of  the  doc¬ 
tors  rushed  to  help.  Another  time,  the 
victim  acted  the  murder  so  well,  that  a 
guest  ran  to  dial  911. 

Elsie  Popovich  of  Highland  wanted 
something  different  for  her  60th  birthday 
last  July,  so  she  hired  Murder-to-Go,  Inc. 
Popovich  said,  “The  show  went  beauti¬ 
fully  and  all  the  guests  couldn’t  brag  enough 
about  it.”  Popovich  highly  recommends 
Murder-to-Go,  Inc.  for  any  party,  saying, 
“I  couldn’t  have  been  happier.”

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Rodney  King  verdict 
divides  society

The  clarity  of  the  evidence  and  the  fact 
that  the  whole  world  had  seen  it,  made  the 
Rodney  King  case  a  test  of  the  American 
criminal  justice  system.  Here  was  evi¬ 
dence  that  could  not  be  denied.  It  was  not 
necessary  to  question  the  believability  of 
eyewitnesses,  we  were  all  eyewitnesses.  If 
this  was  not  conclusive  evidence  of  police 
brutality,  what  would  be?  All  one  had  to  do 
was  look  at  the  tape. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  jury  saw  the 
evidence.  After  arguing  that  the  trial  should 
be  moved  from  Los  Angeles  to  Ventura 
County  because  everyone  in  L.  A .  had  seen 
the  tape,  the  defense  proceeded  to  show  it 
to  the  jury  over  and  over  with  plenty  of 
"expert"  commentary.  The  defense  strat¬ 
egy  was  simple;  find  a  jury  that  wanted  to 
acquit  anyway,  and  provide  it  with  a  ra¬ 
tionale. 

The  verdict  gives  us  a  gauge  of  the  depth 
and  sharpness  of  the  division  in  this  soci¬ 
ety.  On  the  one  hand,  there  are  those  of  us 
who  look  at  the  tape  and  see  the  obvious, 
objective  evidence  of  police  brutality.  There 
is  simply  no  room  for  doubt.  On  the  other 
hand  there  is  the  jury  and  all  those  who 
agree  with  it,  who  see  a  black  man  “con¬ 
trolling  the  situation”  from  his  belly  on 
the  asphalt  and  who  see  the  police  “just 


doing  their  job”  as  they  beat  him  sense¬ 
less. 

These  are  two  radically  different  ways 
of  seeing.  We  must  not  delude  ourselves. 
Neither  communication  nor  compromise 
is  possible  across  such  a  divide.  Courts  and 
other  institutions  which  are  based  on  shared 
values  and  perceptions  cannot  function  in 
a  society  so  divided.  Our  courts  do  not 
arrive  at  reasoned  judgements  based  on  a 
shared  conception  of  justice,  they  just  take 
sides. 

When  the  police  show  by  their  words 
and  actions  that  they  are  just  the  gang  with 
the  most  guns,  when  the  outcome  of  a 
criminal  case  is  determined  by  nothing 
more  than  the  class  and  ethnic  makeup  of 
the  neighborhood  where  the  trial  takes 
place,  then  the  very  idea  of  justice  has 
been  lost,  the  rule  of  law  is  dead.  We 
should  not  be  surprised  at  the  resulting 
chaos  and  violence. 

Terrible  as  the  post-trial  events  in  Los 
Angeles  were,  it  is  all  to  easy  to  imagine 
something  far  worse.  One  can  imagine 
society  as  a  whole  accepting  the  verdict, 
without  being  able  to  see  the  injustice  of  it. 

The  only  basis  for  hope  we  have  is  the 
fact  that,  so  many,  white  as  well  as  black, 
found  the  verdict  intolerable.

opening  files  will  reveal  truth  about  JFK's  death

On  November  22, 1963,  John  Fitzgerald  Kennedy  (JFK), 
President  of  the  United  States  was  brutally  gunned  down. 
Almost  30  years  later,  we  still  don’t  know  the  truth  about 
his  death.  The  sad  part  is,  many  Americans  don’t  care  to 
know  the  truth. 

“It  was  30  years  ago,  let  dead  people  lie,”  said  PUC 
student  Ken  Bronowski.  “Why  should  we  question  our 
own  government,?”  said  a  52  year-old  St.  John  resident.

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Debating  the  never  ending  quest  for  truth? 


The  following  was  prepared  for  the  induc¬ 
tion  ceremony  of  theAlphaChi Society,  Purdue 
University  Calumet  and  is  seemingly  appropri¬ 
ate  for  commencement  activities.  It  is  repro¬ 
duced  in  part  with  permission  from  Dr.  Erna 
Yackel,  author. 

I  am  intrigued  by  the  fact  that  the  society’s 
name,  Alpha  Chi,  comes  from  the  Greek  words 
for  TRUTH  (aletheia)  and  CHARACTER 
(xarakter)  while  the  colors  represent  truth  us¬ 
ing  sapphire  blue,  and  emerald  green  for  vic¬ 
tory.  Perhaps  the  truth,  victory  duo  is  derived 
from  the  society’s  motto:  “Ye  shall  know  the 
truth  and  the  truth  shall  make  you  free.” 

Sandra  Gair,  noted  news  reporter  and  analyst 
for  National  Public  Radio,  recently  said,  “People 
are  hungry  for  the  truth.  They  hear  all  views, 
some  extremes.  But  every  view  is  someone’s 
truth.  When  they’ve  heard  it  all,  they  can 
decide  for  themselves  what  is  the  truth." 

The  questions  I  pose  to  you  are  these:  What 
is  truth? 


What  is  the  relationship  between  truth  and 
knowledge?  How  do  we  come  to  know?  What 
does  it  mean  to  know  something?  And  if  we 
claim  to  know  something,  how  can  we  know 
that  it  is  the  truth? 

These  questions  are  not  new.  They  have 
been  debated  by  philosophers  for  centuries. 
Ernst  von  Glasersfeld,  in  his  1990  article  titled 
“An  exposition  of  constructivism:  why  some 
like  it  radical,’  ’  described  the  skeptics  position 
as  follows: 

Dating  back  to  Xenophanes  in  the  6th 
century  BC,  the  skeptics  have  argued  that 
whatever  ideas  or  knowledge  we  have  must 
have  been  derived  in  some  way  from  our  expe¬ 
rience,  which  includes  sensing,  acting,  and 
thinking.  If  our  ideas  or  knowledge  come  from 
our  experience,  then  we  have  no  way  of  check¬ 
ing  the  truth  of  our  knowledge  with  the  world 
presumed  to  be  lying  beyond  our  experiential 
interface,  because  to  do  this,  we  would  need  an 


access  to  such  a  world  that  does  not  involve  our 
experiencing  it. 

However,  there  is  anotherpossibility.  Take 
the  position  that  though  no  truths  about  a 
“real”  world  could  be  derived  from  experi¬ 
ence,  experience  nevertheless  supplies  a  great 
deal  of  useful  knowledge. 

An  immediate  consequence  of  relinquish¬ 
ing  the  notion  that  knowledge  must  eventually 
represent  something  that  lies  beyond  our  expe¬ 
rience  is  that  we  must  answer  questions  such  as 
“If  we  ourselves  construct  our  experiential 
reality,  can  we  not  construct  any  reality  we 
might  like?” 

In  fact,  this  is  a  question  that  is  asked  of 
constructivism  all  the  time.  It  is  a  critical 
question  which  deserves  to  be  answered.  The 
answer  lies  in  the  concept  of  viability,  von 
Glasersfeld  uses  the  words  “fit”  and  “match” 
to  clarify  this  concept. 

From  a  constructivist  perspective,  the  reality 
we  construct  must  “fit”  our  experience,  that 
is,  be  consistent  with  it,  much  as  a  key  can 
unlock  a  lock  because  it  fits  the  lock.  It  is  not 
necessary  that  the  key  exactly  match,  or  be 
identical,  with  the  lock  mechanism.  The  con¬ 
structivist  position  is  we  ARE  able  to  judge  if 
our  constructions  fit  with  our  experience.  It  is 
not  possible  for  us  to  know  if  they  MATCH 
some  external  reality.  Thus,  the  issue  is  not 
whether  or  nor  there  exists  an  external  reality, 
but  only  that  if  there  is,  we  cannot  KNOW  it. 
What  we  KNOW  is  constructed  by  us  on  the 
basis  of  our  experience. 

von  Glasersfeld  concludes  with  these  re¬ 
marks. 

If  the  view  is  adopted  that  "knowledge"  is 
the  conceptual  means  to  make  sense  of  experi¬ 
ence,  rather  than  a  '  ‘representation’ '  of  some¬ 
thing  that  is  supposed  to  lie  beyond  it..Jn  this 
sense,  it  is  we  who  are  responsible  for  the  world 
we  are  experiencing.  Radical  constructivism 
does  not  suggest  that  we  can  construct  any¬ 
thing  we  like,  but  it  does  claim  that  within  the 
constraints  that  limit  our  construction  there  is 
room  for  an  infinity  of  alternatives . 


Therefore,  for  the  radical  constructivist,  it 
is  not  TRUTH  but  the  QUEST  for  TRUTH  that 
is  primary.  The  process  of  searching  for  knowl¬ 
edge,  with  a  full  understanding  that  the  knowl¬ 
edge  we  will  ultimately  have  is  our  own  con¬ 
struction  based  on  our  own  experiences  and  our 
interpretation  of  these  experiences. 

I’d  like  to  close  with  a  few  words  from  my 
favorite  philosopher,  Winnie  the  Pooh.  An 
important  characteristic  not  listed  among  those 
for  membership  to  the  Alpha  Chi  society  is  that 
ofhumility.  BenjaminHoff,  inhisbook  “The 
Tao  of  Pooh”  describes  it  this  way. 

Now  one  rather  annoying  thing  about  schol¬ 
ars  is  that  they  are  always  using  BIG  WORDS 
that  some  of  us  can't  understand  ... 

"Well,"  said  Owl,  "the  customary  proce¬ 
dure  in  such  cases  is  as  follows.'  ’ 

" What  does  crustimoney  Proseedcake 
mean?’  ’  said  Pooh.  ‘  ‘For  I  am  a  Bear  of  Very 
Little  Brain,  and  long  words  bother  me.' ' 

"It  means  the  thing  to  do.'  ’ 

"As  long  as  it  means  that,  I  don't  mind, 
said  Pooh  humbly. 

...  and  one  sometimes  gets  the  impression 
that  those  intimidating  words  are  there  to  keep 
us  from  understanding.  That  way,  the  scholars 
can  appear  Superior,  and  will  not  likely  be 
suspected  of  Not  Knowing  Something.  After 
all,  from  the  scholarly  point  of  view,  it's  prac¬ 
tically  a  crime  to  not  know  everything. 

But  sometimes  the  knowledge  of  the  scholar 
is  a  bit  hard  to  understand  because  it  doesn't 
seem  to  match  up  with  our  experience  of  things. 
In  other  words,  Knowledge  and  Experience  do 
not  necessarily  speak  the  same  language.  But 
isn't  the  knowledge  that  comes  from  experi¬ 
ence  more  valuable  than  the  knowledge  that 
doesn't?  It  seems  fairly  obvious  to  some  of  us 
that  a  lot  of  scholars  need  to  go  outside  and 
sniff  around— . 

My  charge  to  the  new  graduates  is  to 
continue  your  scholarship.  Search  for  truth. 
But  remember  the  relationship  between  expe¬ 
rience,  knowledge  and  truth.  Don’t  forget  to 
sniff  around.

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Horror  flicks  dominate  recent  video  releases

Blood,  gore,  and  violence  populate  recent 
video  releases.  With  the  success  of  grade-B 
horror  flicks  such  as  “Sleepwalkers”  and 
last  seasons  “People  Under  the  Stairs,”  we 
can  expect  to  see  more  witches  and  devils, 
demons  and  monsters,  scaring  us  in  our 
"escapist”  existence. 

These  type  of  films  are  surefire  money¬ 
makers  to  their  producers.  Since  they  are 
cheap  to  produce,  they  are  guaranteed  to 
bring  more  money.  However,  most  of  these 
movies  suffer  the  “straight  to  video”  syn¬ 
drome.  Meaning,  with  their  sporadic  turn  at 
the  box-office,  they  go  straight  to  the  video 
stores. 

With  these  season’s  new  releases,  two 
grade-B  horror  flicks  once  again  try  to  scare 
us  out  of  our  wits.  Here’s  a  complete  review 
of  “Witchcraft  IV  -  Virgin  Heart." 

“Witchcraft  IV  —  Virgin  Heart”

The  problem  with  this  film  is  itattempts 
to  be  serious  when  its  plot  is  ludicrous.

(Charles  Solomon  of  “Witchcraft  II  and 
IH* ’),  a  hired  detective  and  a  retired  war- 
lock,  who  gets  entangled  with  weird  ritual 
killings  in  Central  L.A. 

Enter  the  neverending  usage  of  Voice- 
Overs..."/  haven't  practiced  my  warlock 
techniques  in  three  years  until...”  After  his 
“film  noir”  type  speech,  the  sister  of  the

boy  in  the  introduction  implores  the  help 
of  a  detective  —  “  I  know  my  brother  is  in¬ 
nocent,  his  girlfriend  is  a  victim  of  some 
ritual  killing.” 

More  Voice-Overs  -  “I’m  not  sure  if 
I’m  doing  the  right  thing  but  one  thing  is 
for  sure.  I’m  not  going  back  to  witch¬ 
craft.”  Of  course,  we  are  sure  that  he  is 
going  to  practice  his  witchcraft  and  protect 
the  good  people  from  the  bad  guys. 

If  *  ‘Witchcraft  IV’  ’  just  sticks  to  its  “we 
will  scare  you”  formula,  it  could  have 
been  more  effective.  Instead,  director 
James  Merendino  tries  to  spice  up  an  old 
formula  by  injecting  gangster-type  witches, 
completely  destroying  the  original  plot 
then  building  up  a  new  one  in  seemingly 
desperate  attempts  to  be  serious.  The 
movie  now  seems  to  become  *  ‘The  Godfa¬ 
ther  meets  Witches.” 

Of  course,  a  grade-B  movie  is  nothing 
without  a  sex  nymphet.  Enter  Penthouse 
Pet  Julie  Strain  as,  get  this,  Bella  Donna, 
BDforshort,  to  titillate  the  hormones.  She 
seems  to  hold  the  key  to  the  evil  under¬ 
world.  Our  man  Will,  befriends  her  and 
eventually  falls  in  love  with  her,  and  to¬ 
gether  the  two  try  to  penetrate  the  scary 
world  of  withcraft  in,  of  all  places,  down¬ 
town  L.A. 

You  know ,  I’ m  not  tough  with  this  genre. 
The  greatest  challenge  a  film  critic  has  to 
face  is  whether  to  like  a  movie  or  not.  And 
if  not,  how  can  you  appease  your  audience 
without  sacrificing  your  artistic  intent 

For  me,  a  good  film  achieves  its  pur¬ 
pose.  When  a  film  is  suppose  to  be  a 
comedy  and  it  is,  then  it’s  successful. 
Same  with  a  horror  film.  In  other  words, 


how  can  I  say  that  “Witchcraft  IV”  is 
scary  when  it  is  not?  For  horror  film  fans, 
you  will  find  yourselves  disappointed,  be¬ 
cause  there’s  not  a  lot  to  be  offered  here. 

There  are  only  two  scary  parts  in  this 
movie,  the  introduction  and  the  conclu¬ 
sion,  and  in  between,  a  plot  muddled  with 
wrong  transitions,  unnecessary  character 
developments,  and  unsatisfactory  ending. 

Oh,  don’t  get  me  wrong,  this  is  still  a 
watchable  film.  Director  of  photography, 
Kevin  Morrisey,  filled  the  screen  with 
artistic  filming.  Too  bad,  the  directing  and 
writing  didn’t  match  the  harmonious  se¬ 
quencing  of  the  camera.  I  will  suggest  to 
rent  it  on  special.  Judge  whether  this 


movie  is  worth  the  $.99  sale  special  or  the 
$1.79  for  two-day  sale. 

Maybe  Merendino  thought  the  technol¬ 
ogy  would  be  enough.  But  without  ever 
getting  a  real  feeling  for  the  characters,  or 
the  places  (especially  that  awkwardly  phony 
pub  and  its  stagy  customers),  I  am  particu¬ 
larly  disappointed  by  the  end. 

I  won’t  reveal  the  ending,  except  to  say 
it’s  so  sudden,  arbitrary,  and  anticlimactic 
that,  although  I  am  waiting  for  the  movie 
to  be  over.  I  still  can’t  quite  believe  it  is. 

But,  make  your  own  judgement.  The 
video  will  be  out  for  rental  in  early  June.

What  do  you  get  if  you  cross  the  quirky 
pop  style  of  bands  like  R.E.M.  with  the 
guitar  driven  alternative  styles  made  popu¬ 
lar  by  bands  such  as  Jane’s  Addiction? 
What  you  might  find  in  the  middle  is 
Poster  Children. 

With  a  hard  driving  guitar  sound  that 
follows  the  success  of  alternative  bands 
such  as  EMF,  Jesus  and  Mary  Chain,  and 
Material  Issue,  the  foursome  out  of  Cham¬ 
paign,  Illinois  are  one  of  the  latest  to  jump 
on  this  bandwagon  with  their  debut  album 
“Daisychain  Reaction.” 

Although  Poster  Children’s  sound  is  not 
enough  to  put  them  above  the  ever  increas¬ 
ing  crowd  of  these  types  of  bands,  for  a 
debut  this  album  does  have  some  unique 
qualities.  Melodic  vocals  backed  up  by 
guitars  that  carry  on  subtle  sometimes 
exotic  rhythms,  give  the  album’s  dirty 
alternative  guitar  sound  enough  spice  to 
make  it  interesting. 

This  is  the  sound  of  alternative  music  to 
come,  so  we  should  get  used  to  iL  Bands 
of  this  genre  seem  to  be  a  dime  a  dozen 
lately,  but  “Daisychain  Reaction”  shows 
a  band  with  some  promise.

"Nunsuch" 

XTC

XTC  has  just  released  their  twelfth  album. 
“Nunsuch”  is  their  first  releases  since 
“Oranges  and  Lemons”  in  1989. 

One  of  the  few  survivors  of  the  late 
seventies  anti-punk  trend,  XTC  continues 
to  put  out  albums  with  that  same  folksy, 
offbeat  sound  that  made  them  different  in 
the  first  place. 

Led  by  Andy  Partridge’s  quirky  vocals 
and  guitar  work,  “Nunsuch”  follows  the 
traditional  XTC  formula  to  a  tee.  Ironic 
lyrics  laced  with  political  and  social  influ¬ 
ences  have  been  an  XTC  trademark  for 
most  of  their  career. 

For  a  band  that  was  so  revolutionary  in 
its  beginnings,  XTC’s  sound  is  actually 
more  mainstream  than  ever,  but  this  has  as 
much  to  do  with  what  we  consider  main¬ 
stream  these  days,  as  it  does  with  a  change 
in  XTC’s  sound. 

The  release  of  this  album  is  long  over¬ 
due  for  XTC  fans,  and  for  those  who  are 
new  to  the  band  this  album  is  a  good  place 
for  a  first  look.  “Nunsuch”  is  another

“Presently,  Purdue  University  Calu¬ 
met  prepares  a  student  for  a  career,  but 
does  not  completely  address  the  issue 
of  how  a  student  can  maintain  a  healthy 
life  style  in  their  chosen  career,”  said 
John  Bobalik,  co-director  of  PUC’s 
Total  Fitness  Center. 

Starting  this  summer,  the  Wellness 
Programs  that  were  started  in  Feb.  will 
be  open  to  all  PUC  students,  along  with 
all  PUC  employees.  The  seven  Well¬ 
ness  seminars  will  run  May  14  through 
August  6  in  either  the  Library  Building 
or  Lawshe  Hall. 

“The  overwhelming  response  and 
success  of  the  four  employee  only 
Wellness  seminars  during  the  spring 
semester  has  allowed  this  program  to 
now  include  student  involvement,”  said 
Mary  Beth  Rincon,  Training  and  Ca¬ 
reer  Development  Manager  at  PUC. 

Bobalik  added,  “I  would  like  to  see 


PUC  expand  on  the  established  Well¬ 
ness  Programs  at  Ball  State  University 
and  the  University  of  Wisconsin  at 
Steven’s  Point,  and  become  the  corner¬ 
stone  Wellness  Program  in  Northwest 
Indiana.” 

Ball  State  University  requires  each 
undergraduate  student  to  enroll  and  com¬ 
plete  a  two-credit  Wellness  course  in 
order  to  graduate. 

This  class  consists  of  a  lecture  that 
presents  an  overview  of  numerous 
Wellness  topics,  and  a  two-day  a  week 
activity  that  the  student  chooses.  The 
lecture  and  the  student’s  chosen  activ¬ 
ity  each  run  for  one  hour. 

“Wellness  activities  that  a  student 
can  chose  from  may  include  walking, 
running,  aerobics,  bowling  and  horse¬ 
manship,”  said  Marty  Furiak,  a  senior 
majoring  in  exercise  science  and  ath¬ 
letic  training  at  Ball  State  University. 
“The  Wellness  Program  at  Ball  State 


University  is  a  valuable  tod  that  teaches 
the  participants  to  separate  the  myths 
from  the  facts  of  how  to  maintain  your 
health  throughout  life.” 

Video  taping  the  Wellness  seminars 
for  the  convenience  of  student  accessi¬ 
bility  may  become  a  reality  in  the  near 
future  said  Bobalik.  The  Total  Fitness 
Center  already  tapes  their  fitness  semi¬ 
nars  that  are  available  to  students  and 
staff  to  view  at  their  leisure. 

‘  ‘  The  Wellness  Council  will  propose 
to  Chancellor  James  Yackel  in  the  fall 
that  PUC  offer  the  Wellness  Program 
as  a  credit  or  non-credit  course  option 
for  students,  ”  said  John  Friend,  head  of 
the  Wellness  Council  at  PUC.  “Stu¬ 
dents  should  know  how  to  maintain 
their  health  throughout  life,  along  with 
writing  a  sentence  and  programing  a 
computer  when  they  graduate  from  this 
university.”
